Owners of land about the Stick- 
ney tract. became somewhat disheartened 
over the inactive state of things, and finally 
met and asked that some steps be taken to 
bring about a completion of the enterprise.

‘ARREST OF TWO ALLEGED SWINDLERs.

Suspected of Forging President Short- 
all’s Name to Numerous Checks. 

An extensive ‘plan to swindle the Humane 
Societies of cities in Northern Illinois was 
brought to light last evening in the arrest of 
E. C. Ekstroner and his brother Thron by 
Cottage Grove police. officers.. The arrest 
was brought about by the Illinois Humane 
Society, which, it is said, has been victim- 
ed by the two young men by means of 
ferged checks to the extent of nearly $500.. 

Three weeks ago E. C. Ekstroner was 
given a position with the Humane Society 
to solicit on commission. After working a 
week he suddenly disappeared. A few days 
afterward the society began to receive no- 
tices from banks in Chicago, Rockford, 
Ottawa, and other places of checks for small 
amounts at various banking institutions 
bearing Mr. Shortall’s name, the signature 
evidently being a forgery. 

Yesterday Ekstroner was arrested in front 
of the Lexington Hotel on Twenty-secend 
street: In his possession were fifteen or 


twenty checks signed John G. Shortall, 


President of the Humane Society,” the 
name being written and the rest put on 
with a rubber stamp.

This is a handsomely printed pamphlet 
marked “for private circulation only.“ and 
entitled My Mission to the United States 
in 1881 and 1889, and just issued by Lord 
Sackville, who, as Sir Lionel Sackville Sack- 
ville-West, K. C. M. G., was the English 
Minister to Washington for the periad 
named. . 

It. will be remembered that Presiden 
Cleveland, almest on the eve of the election 
of, 1888, sent Sir Lionel his passports be- 
cause of a letter written by him to an al- 
in California. named 
Murchison, commenting upon the approach- 
ing election. . | 

This pamphlet is Lofa Sackville’s defense 
and explanation, after seven years, of that 
incident. But probably the unprecedented 
part of it and which has aroused excited 
comment in this circle named is first the 
freedom t his strictures. upon the American 
people and public men and second his own 
expressed indignation that the British min- 
istry should have accepted Mr. Bayard as 
Ambassador to a’ country which, as Secre- 
tary of State of the United. States, Mr. 
Bayard had “wantonly insulted in the per- 
son of its accredited representative.“ 

The pamphlet consists of 15,000 words in 
fifty-two pages. Not more than 100 copies 
have been sent, under seal, only to the 
leading foreign diplomats, the higher En- 
glish officials, and a few personal friends. 
Except for a brief reference to.it, which will 
appear in Mr. Labouchere’s Truth tomor- 
row, no English journal has apparently had 
any intimation of its existence. 

Blaine Was Secretary of State. 

Chester A. Arthur was President and 
James G. Blaine Secretary of State 
when Lord. Sackville came to New York in 
November, 1881. At a reception given him 
by the St. George Society he says Mr. Blaine 
was sent to greet him by President Arthur 
and made a most cordial address of welcome. 
In it he referred to the loyalty of the 
American people and their admiration for 
that gracious sovereign, his royal mistress.“ 

Lord Sackville notes also his cordial re- 
ception by the President himself, but re- 
marks that “while Mr. Blaine was using 
this conciliatory language he was carrying 
on a hostile controversy with her Majesty's 
government respecting the. abrogation of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty.”

He 
was caricatured. He saw Mr. Bayard,four 
days before election and the Secretary ‘cor- 
dially accepted my expression of regret at

Mr. Bayard the following day he said the 
matter had become serious. Great interests 
depended upon the reélection of Mr. Cleve- 
land. He could not ignore the injurious 
éffect which my letter had had upon a cer- 
tain faction, the vote of which was neces- 
sary. for the success of the Democratic can- 
didate. He saw a copy of a telegram from 
the State Department to Minister Phelps ac- 
cusing him of ‘political cowardice.’ He took 
this offensive telegram.to Mr. Bayard, say- 
ing he considered it a personal insult. Mr. 
Bayard was ‘embarrassed and confused, and 
at last said that he knew nothing of any 
such telegram having been sent.“ 
Irish Vote Slipping Away. 

He was furnished with a copy of the fol- 
lowing telegram. received by a member of 
the Cabinet from the National committee in 
New York: Does the President know that 
the Lrish vote is slipping out of our hands 
because of diplomatic shilly-shallying?

The Mayor was in a jovial mood and was 
careful to inform the officers that it would 
be useless for them to attempt to find the 
men they were after without his help.

Woman Drops Dead from Seeing «a 
Rowdy Fatally Beaten. 

Grove City, Pa., Oct. 8.—Mrs. William 
Smith, dead from fright; Ned Phillips, a 
rowdy, dying from bruises received; and Abe 
Stone, a miner, in a critical condition, are 
the chief sufferers from a riot provoked by 
Phillips last night. 

With a number of friends he went to 
Stone’s house in Chestnut Grove. Stone's 
friends gathered to the rescue.

MOVING STEADILY TOWARD HAVANA 


New York Sympathizsers Delighted 
with the Progress Made. 

New York, Oct. 8.—[Spectal.}—Cubans at 
the headquarters in this city were jubilant 
over advices received from the seat of War. 
The patriot forces have been advancing 
steadily into the provinees toward the City 
of Havana. Their progress has been with- 
out resistance. Here and there small par- 
ties of Spanish soldiers met them, but es- 
eaped as quickly as possible. Gen. Maximo 
Gomez is accompanied by a force of almost 
4,000 men, all of them well armed, and with 
pienty of ammunition for the opening of the 
winter campaign. 

The report that his men have only about 
ten rounds each is false. y have all of 
the ammunition that can be carried conven- 
jently. Large quantities of cartridges are 
concealed in- hiding places known only to 
the Qubans. They also have a large quan- 
tity of dynamite, which has been used so 
far with the greatest possible success. The 
Spanish soldiers fear the deadly explosive 
so much they have been deserting in large 
numbers 4o join the ferees of the Cubans. 

The Town of Banes, recently captured by 
the Cubans and fortified, has been aban- 
Goned. They held it for a period of several 
days aud then, on an order received from 
Gen. Antonio Maceo, the railroad tracks 
‘were torn up and the place left in such a con- 
dition that it could afford no shelter to the 
troops of Spain. The place was held by the 
brigade of Brig.-Gen, Angel Guerra. After 
they had evacuated the town the Cubans re- 
tired to thé Valley of Delita. The work of 
the brigade now consists in guarding the 
cross roads which connect the center of the 
island with the ports of Gibara, Sama, Vita, 
| Ranes, Boca del Sagua, and the plantation 
of Santa Lucia.

MEXICO IS STRIVING FOR COMMERCE 


Great Progress Made in IAberalizing 
Ite Internal Customs Dues. 


City of Mexico, Oct. 8.—The progress made 
in Mexico towards more liberal methods of 
taxation may be sten by comparing meas- 
ures proposed less than five years ago with 
those now before the National Congress. 

In December, 1890, an economic conference 
was called in Mexico to consider the matter 
of tariff revenues. It will be remembered 
that each State of the republic exercised the 
right of levying customs dues or alcabala, as 
they term duties levied on inter-State com- 
merce. At that conference a reform was 
proposed which changed the methods of 
collection but really Jeft the old system 
in force. It was proposed that the Federal 
Government should alone de authorized to 
levy customs dues on imported goods and 
that the States should be allowed to continue 
the collection of duties on inter-State com- 
merce by means of stamp dues levied under 
authority and supervision of the Federal 
Government. It was proposed that aH exist- 
ing interior custom houses should be abol- 
ished and that no duties should be levied 
after goods had once passed the federal cus- 
tom house. In place of the alcabala or inter- 
nal duties an indirect tax Was to be substi- 
tuted to be collected from the consumer and 
uniform throughout the republic. This was 
to be collected by means of stamps issued by 
the Federal Government, the réceipts to be 
retained by the States collecting and in the 
case of the Territories to be pmid into the 
Federal Treasury: 

The alcalaba system as stated by Escriche, 
an eminent Mexican authority, was the 
trbute tax charged upon the proceeds of all 
sales or barters paid into the public treas- 
ur 

The alcabala was first established in Mex- 
ico in the year 1575, and was farmed out to 
corporations, civil or municipal, and also to 
individuals, being sometimes sold at public 
auction, and forming a valuable means of 
investing savings by the thrifty class. 

Against such a policy the Federal Govern- 
ment, under the e leadership of President 
Diaz, has formulated another plan-which 
has been submitted to the Congress now in 
session and will probably become law. Un- 
der the bill proposed, which must be sub- 
mitted to the States for ratification, all in- 
ternal duties of every form are to be abol- 
ished ang all taxation on goods will be col- 
lected by the Federal Government. 

The discussion of revenue questions in 
Mexico during the last few years has been 
constant, and all classes seemed to have 
looked upon the matter as one of a non-po- 
litical class, to be determined without refers 
ence to party politics. This seems due to the 
influence of President Diaz, who has sought 
no personal benefit from the reforms pro- 
posed. In his efforts in this direction the 
President received valuable aid from his 
son-in-law, Manuel Romero Rubio, whose 
recent death has caused deep mourning 
throughout the Republic. Every effort is 
being made to extend the foreign trade of the 
Republic. 


MADAGASCAR CAPITAL IS OCCUPIED, 


French Ferces Attain Their Object and 
the Queen Flees. 


Port Louis, Mauritius, Oct. 8.—Advices re- 
ceived today from the Island of Madagas- 
ear announce that the French took Antan- 
enarivo Sept. 27, the Prime Minister and 
the court fleeing to Ambosistra. The news 
was brought te the coast by couriers from 
Vatomaudry Sept. 30. 

Dispatches received from Tamative say 
that Faralatra was bombarded by the 
French Oct. 3 and was taken by assault the 
following day. 

Paris, Oct. 8.—The dispatch received here 
from Port Louis, Mauritius, late this morn- 
ing, announcing the capture of Antanan- 
arrive, has caused great relief to the gov- 
renment. It has been recognized for some 
time past that the defeat of the French 
troops meant a change of ministry. The 
news spread quickly through the city, caus- 
ing great excitement and rejoicing. 

Inquiries made at the War Office regard- 
ing the reported capture of Antananarive 
show that while the news is credited no par- 
ticdlars have been received. It is not ex- 
pected that the report will be officially con- 
firmed before Friday, Oct. 11. 

France and Madagascar have been at log- 
gerheads for more than ten years, chiefly 
over the right of the Government of Mada- 
gabcar to act independently of the French 
Resident in granting exquaturs to foreign 
Consular Agents and Consuls. 

By the treaty of December, 1885, the French 
Resident and a military guard of French 
troops were to reside at the capital and con- 
trol the foreign relations of Madagascar, 
placing the island, to all intents and pur- 
poses, under a French protecterate. 

The Government of Madagascar has all 
along denied that the treaty gave France 
the right it claims, holding that M. le Myre 
de Vilers, the French diplomatic agent, in 
1887 entered into an agreement with Mada- 
gascar on behalf of France to the effect 
that the exequaturs of Consuls and Consular 
Agents should be given in the future, as in 


the past, by the Queen of Madagascar, and 


ae the latter treaty did not change the sit- 
uation. 

On this question is based the dispute witch 
led to disturbances during which representa- 
tives of France were insul by the popu- 
lace and slighted by the Govérnment of Mad-

London, Oct. 9.— The Times this morning 
says on the capture of the capital of Mada- 
gascar:

Duchesne has the option of staying at the 
top or marching down again, and these al- 
ternatives are equally inglorious and insan- 
itary. The Hova Government and court 
have vanished into the backwoods, while 
there is hardly a trace of administration in 
the European sense. The French will have 
to construct everything from the founda- 
tions with the poorest and most worthless 
materials, and it may be questioned whether 
this is worth doing.“ 

The Standard expresses the hope that the 
victory of the French may be followed with 
prudence, vigor, and moderation. 

“The political settlement, the Standard 
continues, will not be considered now. 
Until Gen. Duchesne has secured his pesition 
at the capital and has provided for the 
victualing of his troops he will be unable 
to consider the future of the country he 
has conquered but has not yet reduced into 
possession.““ 


FIGHTING IS REPORTED IN ARMENIA, 


Disturbances at the Cities of Sivas, Van, 
and Bitlis, 


Constantinople, Oct. 8.—It is reported that 
serious disturbances between the Armenians 
and the Turks have broken out at Sivas, Van, 
and at Bitlis, three of the ieading cities of 
Armenia. 

The guardianships of the various powers 
are moored at Galata in order to be in a po- 
sition to render aid to the foreign residents in 
case it is needed. 

A council of Ministers has been held at the 
paiace in order to consider the terms of the 
note submitted to the Porte by the envoys of 
the six powers. 

There have been no further disturbances of 
a serious nature here. The Armenian shops 
at Stanrboul and Galata are closed. 

Later in the day, however, the patrols of 
this city were strengthened by additional 
forces of infantry and cavalry. 

„The Sultan has twice sent Artin Pasha to 
the Patriarchate in order to operate with 
the Patriarch in the latter's efforts to induce 
the Armenians who have sou gut refuge in the 
churches to return to their homes. All ef- 
forts in this direction, however, have proved 
futile, the Armenians declaring that they 
have no confidence in the promises of protec. 
tion made by the Turkish Government. In 
all ninety-five bodies have been delivered to 
officials of the Patriarchate by order of the 
Sultan, and it is claimed they represent a!! the 
Armenians killed during the recent rioting. 

Fuad Pasha has gone to the Dardenelles in 
order to inspect tne forte there. A number 
of torpedoes have been ordered to the Straits. 

Paris, Oct. 8.—The Eelair deciares this 
morning that the powers have decided to 
summon the Porte categorically to accede to 
the reforms demanded in the administration 
of Armenia.

How the Clews Are Being Worked. 


President D. H. Louderback of the Chica- 
go North Shore Street railway company yes- 
terday afternoon offered a reward of $2,500 
for the arrest and conviction of the five bandits 
who, Monday night, held up an electric car 
at Evanston and Berwyn avenues. A propor- 
tional amount was offered for the arrest and 
conviction of each of the men implicated. 
President Louderback sent notice of his ac- 
tion to Chief of Police Badenoch and to the 
detective agencies. A number of private de- 
teotives were put on the trail of the robbers 
last night, and between them and the police 
the bandits will havea hard time to escape 
arrest, 

Mr. Louderback was seen at his home last 
night and expressed himself as confident the 
five robbers would be arrested today. 

Les, the Chicago North Shore Street rail. 
way hag oftered a reward of $2,500 for the 
arrest and conviction of those five men, and 
we are determined to keep after them until 
every one is landed in the penitentiary fora 
long term of years. We are determined to 
nip such outbreaks of crime in the bud so far 
as our line is concerned, 

Those men escaped in a surrey, I am told, 
and if that is the case it should be easy to 
find the livery stable from which tne rig was 
taken. I suppose they secured it from some 
friend who would ordinarily be wilimg to 
keep quiet. But with the opportunity of se- 
curing $2,500 by talking I think the livery- 
man will lese no time in telling the police all 
he knows. lexpect the first developments 
from this direction, though with the descrip- 
tion the police have of the rig and with 
their knowledge of its movements subsequent 
to the hold-up they should not have much 
trouble in locating it. It was seen late last 
night and in this morning, though where I 
cannot say. 

No Arrests Made Yet. 


No arrests were made by the police during 
the day, but last night several suspects were 
looked up and made to give an account of 
their movements Monday night. Four Cen- 
tral Detsil detectives and ten from the Shef- 
field Avenue Station were detailed on the case 
yesterday morning. The broken down surrey 
in which the five men made their escape was 


traced as far as Halsted and Diversey *. ö 


Early in the day the police learned that WIll- 
jam 8. Beuck, No. 1483 Belmont avenue, 
saw five men driving rapidly south in Clark 
street, near Belmont avenue, at @:30 Mon- 
day night. His description of the rig and 
driver tallied 8 with those given by Po- 
liceman Reese and the occupants of the car. 
When the five bandits drove down South- 
port avenue and across North Fifty-ninth 
etreet, where they were seen by Policeman 
Reese, they continued their flight south till 
they reached Clark street. Turning into this 
street they urged their horses into a gallop. 
At Belmont avenue they were noticed by 
young Beuck. Turning out of Clark street 
where it crosses Halsted they drove south in 
that street -as far as Diversey, where they 
were observed by Anton Siebert, a saloon- 
keeper. The rig was seen again Tuesday 
morning. but where the police refuse to say. 
Mr. Beuck was standing at Belmont avenue 
and Clark street when the surrey dashed by. 
‘**] could hear the team galloping down the 
a ae walked out to the curb and took 
ood look at the rig as it passed.“ he said. 
re were two men on the front seat and 
two or three on the rear. I could not see any 
of them well, except the driver. He had ona 
light overcoat and was 25 or 30 years of age. 
The others were dressed in biack but I could 
not see them distinctly. The horses, a pair 
of small bays, were used up and looked as if 
they had been driven oka and hard. The 
back spring of the surrey was broken and I 
expected it to break down before it passed 
out of sight. The men drove down Clark 
street until they disappeared. lam sure they 
were the men who held up thecar. They 
were not used to this part of the town either 
or they would not have driven down such a 
public road as Clark street. 


Seen by Others. 


Anton Siebert keeps a saloon at Diversey 
and Halsted streets. At 9:30 Monday night 
he was playing cards in the saloon when he 
heard ateam of horses galloping south in 
Halsted etreet. 

„We thought it was a runaway,” said Mr. 
Siebert yesterday, and two men who were in 
the saloon ran out to see what was the matter. 
They came back in a moment and said it was 
a two-horse carriage with four or five 
men in it. They were driving so fast 
we thought they must have stolen 
the team ana carriages. They here on 
a gallop going south in Halsted street, but I 
did not see them after they passed the saloon. 
The men who went outside when they heard 
the team coming told me the back spring of 
the carriage was broken. I cannot give * 
description of the men in the rig, but 
guess the men who went ‘outside could, I 
don’t know who they were. 

From remarks dropped by the police it is 
likely the men who did the robbing are young 
toughs from the Market street district. De- 
tectives visited the scene of the hold-up yes- 
terday and made a thorough search of the 
locality in the hopes of finding some clew to 
the robbera. Their search was fruitless, how- 
ever, not u thandkercnief, revolver, or any 
other trace of the crime being found. 

Inspector Schaack and Capt. Schuettler 
held a long consultation at the S Ave- 
nue Station during the afternoon. They 
listened to the reports of all the men work- 
ing on the case and later Capt. Schuettler said 
some of the robbers would be arrested by this 
morning if aot before. No more names of 
robbed passengers were learned by the police 
during the day. Most of those who were held 
up seemed to prefer to pocket their losses and 
say nothing about them. Mrs. S. R. Boying- 
ton of Highland Park had one of the most 
painful experiences of the robbery. She was 
on her way with her husband from Edgewater 
to Evanston, where they intended taking the 
train or home. Mrs. Boymgton wore 
a pair of solitaire diamond earrings 
with crown settings in a circie of 
two stars, the inside star being lighter in 
color than the outside one. The giitter of 
the diamonds caught the eye of one of the 
robbers and he tore the earrings from Mrs. 
Boyington’s ears, tearing the flesh badly in 
doing so. They took her gold link chain 
valued at $21, and from her husband a watch 
and chain worth $100. 

Thus far the police have not been able to 
get accurate descriptions or the numbers of 
the stolen watches and jewelry. Capt. 
Schuettler expressed the fear that even if the 
robbers were taken they could not get the 
passengers of the car to identify them. Capt. 
Schuettier criticises tne street car company. 

* The street car management will not let 
an officer ride free of charge unless he is in 
uniform, he said.

Evidence has come to hand during the last

nopolists. Great efforts have been made 
lately by Mr. Curtis, the new manager of 
the Traffic Association, to interest Utah 
reople in the Southern Pacific. In a letter 
to a prominent railroad official in Utah Mr. 


Curtis says: 


The position of the ‘Southern Pacific as ex- 
plained to me having been canvassed by this as- 
sociation meets with the hearty approval of the 
same. I take this occasion to advise you of our 
stand. Situated as San Francisco is within 900 
miles of your metropolis (Salt Lake City), and be- 
ing acknowledged a great producer and distribu- 
ting center, she isentitled to a greater consideration 
at your hands than formerly in the matter of rates. 
In this I mean the adjustment of rates looking to- 
wards the placing of the Pacific coast on an equali- 
ty with the East through the medium of a system 
ef rates constructed on a mileage basis. San 
Francisco to Utah vs. the competing centers, that 
is certain 1 ag oe on the Missouri River for ex- 
ample, others dh Chicago, still others on St. Louis, 
perchance Pittsburg, Cincinnati, or the seaboard, 
an adjustment according to competing points, 
seems to the Traffic Association of California a 
most equitable one, to which it is inclined to lend 
its full support. 

This means that the Southern Pacific has 
secured the full support of the California 
Traffic Association in its latest attempt to 
divert not only all the California business 
via New Orleans, but proposes to control 
via the same route the Utah and Colorado 
business. In other words, the Southern Pa- 
cific means to take business from Denver 
and Salt Lake City and all intermediate 
points backward to California and thence 
to points in the East via New Orleans. It 
appears that in this attempt the Southern 
Pacitic has secured the coéperation of the 
Rio Grande Western railroad. The latter 
has suffered much. from the competition of 
the Union Pacific, and claims not to have 
received the support it was entitled to from 
its. Eastern connections. Now to get even 
with the Union Pacific it joins hands with 
the Southern Pacific and helps the latter 
to take freight from Utah points to the East 
via California and New Orleans, instead of 
directing it via the Missouri River and Chi- 
cago as heretofore. Of course the mileage 
on Utah business via California and New Or- 
leans is twice as great as the mileage via 
the Missouri River and Chicago, yet the 
Southern Pacific means to make rates to 
compete against the direct routes via the 
Missouri River and Chicago. A tariff was 
received here yesterday which shows that 
the Southern Pacific with the aid of the Rio 
Grande Western has already started the 
new scheme of diverting Utah business to the 
Wast via California.

This tariff makes the rates 15 cents a 100 
pounds less than the sensational rates pub- 
lished by the Santa Fe the day previous. As 
the rate on the above articles from the Mis- 
sour!

PRESIDENTS’ AGREEMENT FIXED UP 


Committee Finishes the Work and It 
Doubtless Will Be Passed. 


New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]—The com- 
mittee to which the trunk line Presidents re- 
ferred the proposed agreement for further 
changes has completed its work and 
amended certain provisions to which spe- 
cial objections were raised by certain Presi- 
dents. 

These amendments have been made after 
consultation with all interests concerned, 
and it is confidently believed the agreement 
is now in such shape as to be satisfactory 
to all concerned and will be passed unani- 
mously by the Presidents at their meeting 
Thursday.

Compelled to Anticipate the Tax Levy in 
Order to Complete the Channel Within 
the Specified Iime-Three- quarters of 
a Million Dollars Required Within 
the Next Three Months to Meet Inter- 
est and Accruing Bonds—Gossip About 
Trustees. 

The Finance committee of the Drainage 

Board has not had much troubie in arranging 

for floating its warrants on next year’s tax. 

Yesterday the committee was in coaference 

with representatives of the six banks which 

carry the board’s deposit and they agreed to 
take care of all the warrants issued. The 
banks are the National Bank of Illinois, the 

American Trust and Savings, Globe National, 

Metropolitan National, Chicago National, 

Fort Dearborn National. The order direct- 

ing the issue will be presented to the board 

at the meeting today, 

The board has issued its limit of bonded in- 
debtedness, $12,000,000, and but $1,000,- 
000 remains in the treasury. Three-quarters 
of a million dollars wili be required within the 
next three months to pay interest and accru- 
ing bonds. It is thought that an issue of 
$2,000,000 will be ample for the needs of 
the district before the taxes on this year’s as- 
sessment become due. They will be issued 
in lots of $500,000 and draw 6 per cent in- 
terest. 

One hundred thousand dollars of bonds will 
be redeemed Nov. 1 and $350,000 Jan. 
10. The board will probabiy about the 
first of the year offer for sale nearly $1,000,- 
000 of bonds to replace those redeemed. In 
order to complete the channel by 1897 the 
board will be compelled to antic.pate the fax 
levy of each year by the issuance of warrants, 
as in the present emergency. 

It has not yet been fu:ly determined wheth- 
er the defeated trustee: will come before tne 
public as indepeudent candidates.

BOTH WANT TRACKS IN ONE STREET, 


Wrangle Over West Fortieth Street Rail- 
way Franchise, 
Commissioner of Pub:ic Works Kent made 
an effort yesterday to straighten out the diffi- 
culty arising by reason of several railroad 
companies having rights in West Fortieth 


street, 

The Board of Trustees of the Town of Cic- 
ero granted a franchise Aug. 20, 1881, to the 
Chicago. Harlem and Batavia railway com- 
pany. which was transferred to the Chicago 
and Western Dummy company, calling for a 
double track right of way in the west one-half 
of West Fortieth street, between Madison 
and Taylor streets, Last winter the City 
Council granted an ordinance to the Ogden 
Street .railwuy company for a double track 
right of way in the same street within tne 
saine boundar.es. 

Commissioner Kent refused to issue a per- 
mit to either company, as if both insisted 
upon their franchise rights the entire street 
would be occupied with railroad tracks. Ywes- 
terday a conference was held witk Clayton E. 
Crafts and Henry Forman, representing the 
Ogden company. and S. R. Ainslie and K. K. 
Knapp, representing the contending compa- 
nies, which are virtually the Northern Pacific 
company. The latter company has changed 
its motive power and adopted electricity, and 
it desires to use this in West Fortieth street. 
Commissioner Kent suggested that a double- 
track road be constructed to be used jointly 
by beth companies. This condition be made 
imperative before he would grant a permit to 
either company to commence work. Under 
these circumstances the representatives of 
the contending companies were left to reach 
a settlement among themselves.

NEW QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL,G. A. R. 


Col. A. J. Burbank, the Appointee, Has 
a War Record. 


Col. A. J. Burbank; who by a general order

Additions and Deductions Adopted by 
the State Board of Equalization. 
Springfield, III, Oct. 8.—(Special.}—The 
foliowing table shows the rate per cent of 
additions to and deductions from the as- 
sessed valuation of each class of property in 
each county of the State as adopted by the 
State Board of Equalization: 
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It can be said that the aggregate assess- 
ment of the State for 1895 will be $833,201,511. 
That for 1894 was $821,651,628. The assess- 
ment of Cook County is nearly $5,000,000 
higher this year than last, and in the equal- 
ization between Cook and the other counties 
the addition made to Cook is, therefore, 
less than those of last year, but leaves the net 
result about the same. So far as the princis 
pal railroads are concerned few changes will 
be made, but the aggregate assessment wili 
be increased somewhat by reason of small 
additions to their mileage and the addition 
to the list of a new short road. The aggre- 
gate assessment of all the roads is $79,319,- 
385. The report of the Committee on Cap- 
ital Stock will show a net assessment of 
$4,795,509 this year, against $4,994,777 in 
1804, an apparent reduction of $199,268. This 
is not due to a reduction on the assessment 
of any of the big corporations, but to the 
fact that thirty-two corporations that were 
assessed last year have been dropped from 
the list because proof was presented that 
the corporations had been dissolved or were 
insolvent and going through bankruptcy. 
Most of these victims of the panic carried 
large capitalization, and the reduction made 
by dropping them from the list is only par- 
tially offset by the addition of new corpora- 
tions, because the capitalization of the lat- 
ter is smaller. Last year assessments were 
made on the capital stock of 263 corpora- 
tions, and this year on 274, a gain of eleven, 
but for the reason stated the aggregate as- 
sessment is smaller, although no redue- 
tions were made. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


Mora Claim to Be Disbursed to the Va- 
rious Parties in Interest. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—It is expected 
that the State Department, as custodian of 
the money paid by Spain on the Mora claim, 
will pay the parties in interest Wednes- 
day or Thursday. The amount finally agreed 
on for Antonio Maximo Mora, the prifisipal, 
is $867,085. This sum has been reduced 
somewhat by assignments and the actual 
amount to be paid Mr. Mora will be slightly 
above $700,000. Dr. José I. Rodriguez will 
receive $287,000. He has been the attorney of 
Mr. Mora since 1870. A further amount, ap- 
proximately $285,000, will be paid Nathaniel 
Page, at one time attorney in the case, or to 
those to whom he may have assigned his 
interest. In the original agreement between 
Mr. Mora and his attorneys he was to retain 
60 per cent and they were to have 40 per 
cent, the latter sum to cover all legal ex- 
penses. 


Crank Appears at the White House. 


After a long period of freedom from such 
inflictions a crank appeared at the White 
House today in the, person of one Owen 
Jones of New York State. He had pre- 
viously addressed a threatening letter to Mr. 
Cieveland, so the officers were on the watch 
for him. This morning he turned up and 
in an incoherent and rambling fashion that 
plainly showed a disordered mind announced 
he had come for employment as the Presi- 
dent's boy. He was taken forthwith to the 
nearest police station and will be examined 
on his mental condition. 

Forney Court-Martial Reports. 


The report of the court-martial in the case 
of Col. James Forney of the Marine Corps, 
recently tried at the Brooklyn Navy Tard, 
shows that the court found him guilty of 
neglect of duty. The charge of embezzle- 
ment was declared to be partly proved, but 
not wholly sustained. On all the other 
charges and specifications he was acquitted. 
The sentence is that he be publicly repri- 
manded. 

Mrs. Waller and the State Department. 

Mrs. Waller, wife of the American Consul 
in Madagascar, now imprisoned in France, 
will be met on her arrival in New York Sat- 
urday by officials of the State Department 
and sent to her destination in Iowa.

HARVARD AND PRINCETON MAY PLAY 


Talk in New York May Result in @ 
Match Between Them. 

New York, Oct. 8.—[Spécial.]|—Prof. Ames, 
who for a long time has presided over Har- 
vard’s Athletic committee, came to New 
York today to talk with “Joe” Sears and 
Perry Trafford, two of Harvard's ex-Cap- 
tains and leading advisers, about how to get 
a Harvard-Princeton game. Prof. Ames 
met a representative of Princeton, but the 
result cannot be learned. Trafford said, 
however, Harvard would probably shertly 
make some overtures to Princeton. 

Perry Trafford says: ‘Prof. Ames 
here today and we talked for some t — 
about a Princeton game. I am not at liberty 
yet to say what passed, nor will I say that 
anything will be done, but you may draw 
your own conclusions. Harvard has been 
willing to play with Princeton for some 
years past, but on account of having to play 
Yale so soon after meeting Princeton could 
not do so. I do not think a formal challenge 
from Harvard is necessary, but Harvard 
would just as soon challenge.“ 

It ig now six years since Prineeton and 
liarvard met on the football field. The last 
match was played at Springfield in 1880, and 
resulted disastrously to Harvard.

At Princeton today, when asked about

Secretary Wheelock, and Corbett's 
Trainers Haled Before the Travis 
County Tribunal te Tell What They 
Know of Stuart’s Efforts to Arrange for 
a BattlemLooks Like a Private Grudge 
Against Stuart. 

Dallas, Tex., Oct. 8.— Special. I— Attach- 
ment papers were this morning received by 
Sheriff Cabell from Austin and served today 
on W. K. Wheelock, Secretary of the Florida 
Athletic: club; W. A. Brady, manager of 
James J. Corbett; Martin Julian, manager 
of Bob Fitzsimmons; and Joe Vendig. These 

rties are summoned as witnesses before the 
TravisCounty grand jury. Brady was at the 
Fiorida Athietic club talking to Mayor Waters 
and City Attorney Martin of Hot Springs 
when Sheriff Cabell served the papers.

If the makers of pro- 
grams, however, would oftener take a lesson 
trom the makers of periodical literature it 
would bs better. A story that is to be con- 
tinued, and the concert must be acknowledged 
as rather of that description, should close the 
installment at a point of interest. That is if 
the circie of interested is purposed to be 
maintained. Notwith-tanding the excellence 
of much that was done last evening a portion 
of it might nicely have been spared. 

The quartet was noted for three numbers: 
Beethoven's op. 74 in E flat; Theme 
and Variations. in G minor from the 
quartet in D minor by Schubert, 
and in Dvorak’s quintet in A major, op. 81, 
in which the pianoforte part was given by 
Mr. Godowsky. The work of the four ad. 
mirable musicians, Franz Kneisel, Otto Roth, 
Louis Svencenski, and Alwin Schroeder, was 
marked, as always, by eminent beauty of 
shading precision, excellent management 
of themes, and exquisite delicacy. The 
thorough sympathy of the performers was 
disturbed in the opening portion of the 
Dvorak nuinber by the unfortunate domi- 
nance Of the pianoforte. But throughout the 
thorough and musicianly appreciation of 
the quartet made the concert occasion a 
notable one, In their work vitality may not 
be as fully present as one might desire, but 
that appears rather a shortcoming in temper- 
ament than in fidelity to the composer, Mr. 
Godowsky is a pianist whose strong points 
are highly developed technic, and graca, fin- 
ish, and delicacy in performance. His tone 
is small, though sweet, and he fails in the 
breadth and forcefulness necessary to an 
interpretation of the Brahms Variations, 
op. 35, of which he gave a _ neat 
rather than a strikimg performance. 
Mr. Godowsky’s second number was Cho- 
pin’s Allegro de Concert. An arrangement of 
the same composer’s D flat Valse was given as 
encore with notable fluency and delicacy, 
Mrs, Minnie Fish-Griffin sang a group of 
songs by Beethoven in a fashion that 
would have made them commendable 
in a drawmg-room, and gave, but 
with greater success, Purceii’s *‘ Nymphs and 
Shepherds. second concert in the

WHY HE. was DROPPED FROM THE 
‘ UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO. 


Statement from the Late Member of the 
Fuculty, Which He Makes in Answer 
to a Recent Assertion of President 
Harper That Neither Mr. Rockefeller, 
Mr. Yerkes, Nor Any Other boner to 
the Institution Had Interfered or Sug. 
gested the Dismissal of Prof, Bemis. 


Prof. Bemis, late of the University of Chi- 
cago, sent out a statement yesterday giving 
his version of the reasons why he had been 
dropped from the faculty of that institution. 
He says his reason for this statement is the 
recent assertion of President Harper, made 
in the convocation of Oct. 1, that veither 
Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Yerkes, nor any of the 
other doners to the university had interfered 
or suggested the writer’s dismissal, as well as 
the report which had reached nis ears that 
that dismissal had been on account of in- 
com petency,. 

Prof. Bemis states that his engagement 
with the university provided that at the start 
he should devote two-thirds of his time to 
university extension work, but that as time 
went on this should be curtailed and he be 
given more time in class- work. In support 
of this he quotes from a letter written him by 
President Harper in January, 1894. 

I hoped that as time passed there would be op- 
portunity for your doing a larger amount of work 
iu the university prope 

In contrast with thi then qu >tes the fol- 
lowing passage from ahotner letter from Pres- 
ident Harper, written after the railway strike 
was over: 

Instead of the opportunity becoming better for 
work on your part in the university proper, the 
doorsseem to be closing. . . I am persuaded 
that in the long run you can do in another insti- 
tution, ause of the peculiar circumstances 
here, a better and more satisfactory work to your- 
self than youcando here. I am personally very 
much attached to you. You are, however, man of 
the world enough to know unless one is in 
the best environment he cannot work to the best 
advantage. You are so well known and your abil- 
ity so widely recognized that there will surely be 
no difficulty in securing for you a good position, 
one in which you will be monarch and one in 
— 4 you will be, above all things else, inde- 


pen t. 
Hostile Interests at Work. 

From thetone of this last letter Prof. 
Bemis argues that hostile interests have been 
working against him for the course he took 
in the strike and the socialistic tone of his 
lectures and deciares that President Billings 
of the gas trust refused a solicited gift to the 
university because he was connected with it. 

In this line Prof. Bemis also asserts that in 
1893, the manager of the largest aggrega- 
tion of gas capital in America outside of 
Chicago said to him: “If we can't con- 
duct you we are going to down you. We 
cad’t stand your writing. It means millions 
to us,” and further that President Harper 
said to him in regard to his sociological work 
in connection with the Civic Federation: 
Les, it is valuable work and you are a goad 
man to do it, but this may not be—this is not 
the institution where such work can be 
done.”’ 

Prof. Bemis also declares that the Presi- 
dent of a certain railway compiained to the 
trustees of the university r rding the so- 
cialistic tone of a lecture he delivered in 
the First Presbyterian Church July 15, 1894, 
whereupon President Harper wrote to him: 

Your speech at the First Presbyterian Church 
has caused me a great deal of annoyance. It is 
hardly safe for me to venture into any of the 
Chicago clubs. I am poun upon from all 
sides. I propose that during the remainder of 
your connection with the university you exercise 
great care in public utterances about questions 
that are agitating the minds of the peop 

To Contradict Mr. Harper, 

This last letter Prof. Bemis holds up in 
coutradiction of President Harper's state- 
ment at the convocation. ‘‘ From the begin- 
ning of the university there has never been 
an occasion for condemning the utteranbe of 
ony professor on any subject.” 

robably the most sensational charge, how- 
ever, which Prof, Bemis brings against Presi- 
dent Parper is the following: 

Toa gentleman of unquestioned veracity, the 
President, when referring to me, said in sub- 
stance: “It is all very well to sympathize with 
the work men, but we get our 23 from 
those on the other side and we can’t afford to 
offend them.”’ 

The name of the last gentleman quoted cau- 
not be given to the public nor to the university, 
but he is ready to assert the truth of the above 
to any disinterested and honorable gentleman 
the President may name. 

All of which Prof. Bemis advances in proof 
of his assertion that he was dismissed from the 
university on account of the tone of his public 
lectures and speeches and in conclusion says: 

The benumbing influence of a certain class of 
actual or ho for endowments, whether this 
influence is directly exerted by donors or only 
instinctively felt by university authorities and 
instructors, is a grave danger now confronting 
some of our best institutions.

ANNIVERSARY OF THE GREAT FIRE. . 

Twenty-four years ago this morning the 
whole of the business district and the finest 
residence portion of the South Division in 
this city, with a large tract on the west 
side of the river, had been burned over, 
while the destroying flames had swept over 
the North Division as far as the cemetery — 
now Lincoln Park- and in a few hours more 
it was all in ruins and ashes, Tens of thou- 
sands of people were fleeing for their lives 
to the lake shore in the North Division, 
leaving behind them all their household pos- 
sessions and only too glad to escape personal 
annibilation from the rush of the all-per- 
vading fire, which filled the atmosphere 
with stifling smoke and blazing bra nds—the 
latter reducing everything before them to 
cinders and ashes. And witha hard winter 
only a few weeks off. 

The total space burned over was about 
2, 100 acres, or more than three and a quar- 
ter square miles. It was estimated to have 
been occupied by 17,450 buildings and 100,- 
000 people. The value of the buildings andl 
their contents the day before the fire footed 
up a total of some 196 million dollars, of 
which not more than 4 per cent was left in 
the shape of available foundations and per- 
sonal property that was carried out of reach 
of the flames. So the total loss was nearly 
190 million dollars, of which little more 
than a quarter was covered by effective in- 
surance. But those figures hardly convey 
to the average reader a more adequate idea 
of the magnitude of the fact than does a 
statement of the distance of a fixed star, 
And this is exclusive of the loss due to inter- 
ruption of business, which amounted to a 
great many millions of dollars, though it 
had an offset in the vast stimulus given to 


all kinds of mercantile and industrial activ~7 


ity among De people. Nor does the state- 


| ment in figures tell anything of the terrible 


mental strain which caused not a few per- 
sons to become old Amid the horrors of a 
single night, and of others who were beg- 
gared beyond the possibility of recovery, to 
say nothing of the hundreds who lost their 
lives in the dreadful holocaust. « 

Those who were here and still survive 
need no reminder of the fearful scenes of 
twenty-four years ago. But they form 
only a small part of the present population 
of Chicago, If they were all alive now 
they would constitute little more than a 
sixth of those who make Chicago their home 
in 1805. The city has grown enormous!) 
in population, wealth, and importance since 
then, how much as a direct consequence ot 
the fearful disaster hardly can be esti- 
mated. The 60 million dollars that was bor- 
rowed, mostly from the Eastern States, to 
rebuild the burned district, and the large 
accretion of brain and muscle that came 
with it from other places to share in the re- 
sulting activity, marked the institution of 
a new era for Chicago. The fire occurred 
in a city of pine wood, dotted here and 
there with a few brick structures; the re- 
building was of stone, brick, and iron. The 
old Chieago hardly had grown out of primi- 
tive methods of living and doing business, 
the new brought modern improvements 
in both, the subsequent development of 
which has progressed so far as to make this 
city, now grown to the second place on the 
American Continent, the industrial and 
commercial focus of the Mississippi Val- 
ley and the wonder of the world, 

So the great fire of nearly a quarter cent- 
ury ago must be looked back to as one of 
the evils out of which good has come. It 
was a blessing in disguise, though such a 
sweeping affliction that to have suggested 
us much while the fire was raging might 
have been regarded as a sign of lunaey by 
those who had time to listen to the state- 
meut. Undoubtedly Chicago would have 
progressed without that fearful visitation, 
but it well may be doubted if it would have 
achieved its present’ magnitude and im- 
portance if the great fire had not awak- 
ened the sympathies of the civilized worid 
for our misfortune, attracted hither the 
enpital and human energy which rebuilt the 
city, and thus greatly enlarged and strength- 
ened the ties which bind us to producers and 
consumers on many millions of acres out- 
side. The well-worn fable of the phoenix 
rising from the ashes of its predecessor is 
too tame to fit the-case, unless by a stretch- 
ing of the metaphor to make the new phe- 
nix a vast improvement upon the old one. 


VOTING FOR DRAINAGE TRUSTEES, 

A paper referring to the fact that nine 
Drainage Trustees are to be elected next 
month says: The voter can scratch his 
ticket now so as to vote for any number of 
candidates, from one to nine, selecting his 
own favorites,” 

So he can. There will be ten names on 
the blanket ballot, and the voter can make 
his X mark against every name but one, 
or againstonlyafewofthem. But he must 
be careful lest in making his marks he 
throws away some of his voting power. 
The law, which is a peculiar one, reads 
thus: 

In all elections for trustees each qualified voter 
may vote for as many candidates as there are 
trustees to be elected, or he may distribute his vote 
among not less than five-ninths of the candidates 
to be elected, giving to each of the candidates 
among whom he distributes the same the same 
number of votes or fractional parts of votes. 


Each party has nominated five candi- 
dates. If a voter puts his X mark in 
the cirele at the head of the Republican or 
Democratic column each of the candidates 
in that column will be credited with one 
vote and four-fifths of a vote. The same 
will be the case if he makes separate marks 
against five of the ten names on the ticket, 
whether those five names are all in one col- 
umn or some are in one and some in the 
other. 

But supposing a voter should take it into 
his head that he will vote only for the trus- 
tees who are candidates for re®lection, and 
makes marks against the names of Eck- 
hart, Boldenweck, Kelly, and Wenter. 
Then the judges will credit those men with 


only one vote apiece, and the voter will have 
| wasted more than half his voting power. 


Vor while he can divide his nine votes 
among five, six, seven, or eight candidates, 
he cannot divide them between two, three, 
or four, or concentrate them ou one. 

Owing to this peculiar system of voting it 
is useless for a third party, even if it should 
cast a quarter of the total vote, to nominate

LET THEM DANCE IW UNIFORM. 

The handsome and gallant Col. Turner of 
the First Regiment, Illinois National Guard, 
has committed an error of tremendous 
social importance, and unless he corrects it 
within the few hours remaining to him he 
is sure to get himself into serioyg trouble, 
The First Regiment, which proudly owns 
Col. Turner for its war chief, is going to 
have a benefit ball this evening in its grand 
armory, and then and there the Colonel and 
the other commissioned officers, resplendent 
in gold lace and ostrich feathers, and spang- 
led with beautiful buttons, will make them- 
selyes and their martial, figures as con- 
spicuous as possible in services of grace 
and courtesy to the guests who will have 
contributed $5 apiece to the regimental! 
treasury for the privilege of being seen on 
the same floor with them, 

This is all very well and praiseworthy as 
far as it goes. But it seems that the Colonel 
has hinted to his 800 fighting men that it 
will be bad form for them to appear in their 
handsome uniforms at the ball. As a hint 
is as good as a kick to a private when his 
commanding officer is delivered of it, there 
is woe in the non-commissioned breasts of 
the First Regiment, and those breasts rep 
resenting war's horrid front are tormented 
by the belief that they will look perfectly 
horrid in mufti, 

No wonder. What could be more truly 
beautiful than the gallant soldier boys of 
the First Regiment in their dress parade 
uniforms? It is not strange that they feei 
sorely aggrieved by the prospect that while 
Col. Turner and the other officers are das- 
zling and bewitching the ladies as they 
tread the measures in buttons and braid, the 
brave privates, Corporals, and Sergeants 
are to be on level of dress with the undec- 


1 orated civilian, Under these circumstances 


nobody would be surprised to learn that the 
rank and file had deserted in a body to join 
the Knights Templar or the Knights of 
Pythias, who wear much more gorgeous 
uniforms on much less provocation, 

Col. Turner should pause to reflect a lit- 
tle. If he does he will see that he is about 
to give his soldiers good society cause for 
grievance. He must know that the one 
reason why fine young men get themselves 
into the National Guards is the impression 
and the hope that they will be able to go 
around occasionally in public, and often 
when the public is largely feminine and 
beautiful, not in the customary suit of sol- 
emn black, but radiant in the trappings of 
Mars. They are perfectly well aware, as 
he must be, that a soldier without his uni- 
form is no more comfortable than a game 
cock despoiled of his feathers, and that in 
civilian garb he is no more powerful over the 
affections of the ladies than a civilian is. 
What is the use of belonging to the National 
Guard of the State of Illinois if one cannot 
look as if he belonged to it? 

Let Col. Turner rescind the hint before it 
is everlastingly too late. The additional ef- 
fectiveness of his appearance at the ball 
can never compensate him for the wound in 
the vanity of his command, 
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DEATH OF THE SCULPTOR STORY, 

By the death of William W, Story the 
world of art and letters has suffered a con- 
spicuous loss. His life, however, was singu- 
larly rounded and complete. He died at the 
ripe age of 76, and he had lived long enough 
to enjoy the rewards of his skill and in- 
dustry in more than one department of 
labor. Ile was of New England birth, and 
during the earlier part of his career, fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his eminent 
father, Justice Story, devoted himself to the 
literature and practice of the law. The 
artistie instinct in him, however, was too 
strong to be overcome. In his twenty-ninth 
year, after showing a decided bent towards 
literature, he went to Italy, and that coun- 
try practically had been his home ever since, 

Few Americans have displayed more 
versatile talent than Mr, Story. He lived 
in a veritable atmosphere of art through all 
his manhood career, and if he had given 
himself completely to any one of the depart- 
ments of art in which he labored he most 
unquestionably would have taken a still 
higher place than he did. His talents were 
so*many, however, that it was a tempta- 
tion to him to take first one and then an- 
other direction, as his fancy led him, He 
was a musician who would have made a 
name for himself had he followed that pro- 
fession. One of his sons, Julian, a painter 
of portraits, married Emma Eames, the 
operatic vocalist. He was also a painter 
himself, but used the brush infrequently. 
He was a successful linguist and wrote with 
ease in several languages. His literary 
ability is displayed in such well-known 
works as “Conversations in a Studio,” 
** Distortions of the English Stage,” The 
Roman Lawyer in Jerusalem,” Tragedy 
of Nero,” “ Life and Letters of Joseph 
Story, and numerous beautiful poems and 
fugitive essays. He was a keen critie and 
admirable lecturer, In sculpture, however, 
he is best known by such ideal statues as 
Cleopatra,“ Judith,“ “ Sappho,” “ Deli- 
lah,” Phryne,“ and several groups, and by 
his portrait busts and statues of Shaks- 
peare, Byron, Beethoven, Justice Story, 
Chief Justice Marshall, Bdward Everett, 
George Peabody, William Cullen Bryant, 
Francis Scott Key, and others. He had re- 
ceived numerous decorations from France 
and Italy, and was not without distinguished 
honors in his own country. The gods were 
lavish in their gifts to him, and in the en- 
joyment of them he passed an ideal life in 
the land of art and pleasure, where all his 
environments were in keeping with his re- 
fined tastes and artistic temperament, and 
he was granted a long life in which to fol- 
low out the dictates of his fancy. It is 
given to few men to lead happier or richer 
lives, 


‘DEATH OF GEN. MAHONE, 

Gen. William Mahone, who was stricken 
with paralysis nearly a week ago, died 
yesterday. His career, though unsuccess- 
ful towards its close, has been a remarka- 
ble one. He was one of the best officers 
in the disunion Confederate service. He 


took up arms for the rebellion the day it be- 


gan, did not lay them down till its close, 
and on various occasions rendered the se- 
coaston signal service, and inflicted the 
Union“ cause considerable harm. But for 
him Petersburg would have been captured 
months before it was, and thousands of lives 
of Union soldiers spared, . 
After the slaveholders’ rebellion had been 
crushed and the slaves freed he engaged in 
railroading, and if he had remained in it 
would have made his fortune. But he em- 
barked in Virginia politics, and became iden-

They were ap- 
pointed three months ago. (4) Then they 
had to frame their rules and regulations, ap- 
point examiners, ete. 

They have done so, and the very day this 
lying resolution was adopted twenty-five 
men who had passed a physical and mental 
examination were appointed firemen on 
their merits and not by Aldermanic push or 
ward boss pull. They did not get their 
places by buying the support of Aldermen 
with their first month’s pay or as a reward 
for dirty political work done for some ward 
‘committeeman,. They did not have to re- 
sort to the old “ push and pull” methods. 
And this is why the merit system is go re- 
pugnant to the professional spoilsmonger 
and so unpopular in that convention.

DISAPPOINTED DEM AGOGUES. 
The Democrats of this city who hate the 


-eivil service law, the Aldermen with pulls, 


the demagogues with pushes, and every 
spoilaman within the city limits have made 
a handle of the age limit set up by the Com- 
missioners to attack the merit system and 
have shed many crocodile tears over the in- 
justice done to veterans by fixing a limit on 
the age of candidates for the city service. 
At the meeting of the Commissioners yester- 
day the age limit was abolished by the 
passage of the following resolution: 

That the maximum age limit of 45 years for 
entry to the lower grades of the official service 
and of 55 years for entry to the labor service be, 
and the same is hereby abolished,’ and that the 
rules be so amended as to substitute in place of 
said limitations provisions in regard to the exam- 
inations that shall include tests of physical qual- 
ifications and health of all applicants, 

It will thus be seen that the age limit is 
abolished and that no veteran is debarred 
from entering the city’s service who is 
physically qualified and can pass the proper 
tests. As a matter of fact no injustice 
whatever has been done to the veterans, 
since the civil service law has not yet been 
made operative as to that service. No one 
has been appointed in the municipal de- 
partments, so far as clerical work is con- 
cerned, hence no veteran has been kept out. 
All of them stand upon the same footing 
as every other applicant, and will be judged 
upon their merits without discrimination, 
The outcome will give general satisfaction 
except to the demagogues, spoils mongers, 
and Democrats, who hate the law. They 
will be sorely disappointed, as by the pas- 
sage of this resolution their only ground of 
attack is cut out from under them. 


THE FRENCH VICTORIOUS. 

The war in Madagascar has probably 
come to an end with the capture of Antan- 
anarivo, the capital, by the French on Sept, 
27. A few days previous to the capture 
the Queen made a speech to the Hovas, re 
puking them for their lack of success in the 
field, and announcing that she would re- 
main and die at her post. Her resolution, 
however, did not hold out, for when it be- 
came apparent that the French would soon 
be in her capital she and all her court fled to 
a distant district, The eause of the war was 
the refusal of the government to allow the 
French to control the foreign relations, 
which the latter claimed as their right un- 
der the treaty of 1885. Having virtually 


‘captured the island, the French not only will 


control its foreign relations but will in ail 
probability establish a protectorate and 
manage its domestic relations also. The 
war being virtually at an end perhaps the 
French now will have time to settle the 
Waller case, In any event it would do no 
harm were Seeretary Olney to ask the 
French Government what it proposes to do, 
and why it does not produce the promised 
documents. 
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EFFECT OF THEIR VICTORY. 

The table of comparative prices given in 
Dun's Review for the third quarter of the 
present year contains the material for a 
close approximation to the effect of the 
Democratic victory in 1802 on the average 
market in the United States. Taking the 
prices ot October, 1892, as the standard, 
that date being one month before the elec- 
tion which gave us a Democratic free trade 
President and free trade Congress, there

It cannot be as- 
cribed to “demonetization of silver,” since 
there has been none of that during the time 
There is as much 
silver money still in circulation in other 
countries as in 1802, and more of that or of 
the paper issued against it in the United 
States. The only cause which can be cited 
for the 12 per cent decline in prices is the 
election of Cleveland and a Democratic 
majority for Congress three years ago. It 
was fears of what mischief they would do 
that started the first or money panic in the 
spring of 1893, and then the second or busi- 
ness panic of a little later in the year, That 
and nothing else, The fact should be re- 
membered, :

vance was quite sufficient to insure the in- 
dictment of at least four members, and after 
weighing it in the balance and finding i 
wanting, adjourned sine die without in- 
dicting one of them. 

All that it did was to return with much 
doubt an indictment against Representa- 
tive Gibson of this city, against whom no 
newspaper charges or insinuations had been 
made. At first the jury voted by 14 to 9 
not to indict him, At the last ‘moment, 
through the persuasion of the State’s-At- 
torney, they voted by 12 to 1l—a bare ma- 
jority——to return a bill. His closest friends 
assert that he has a perfect defense, and 
that when the cyidence is laid before a petit 
jury he will be acquitted at onee as inno- 
cent. He has already given bail, and de- 
sires a trial as speedily as possible, 

There were no other indictments found, 
when positive assurances had been given to 
the publie that there would and must be. 

The older journalists have learned that 
the chief reason why men are not indicted 
by grand juries is a lack of evidence. Long 
newspaper experience has taught them 
that rumors, however plausible, and hear- 
say statements, however strong, cannot be 
trusted, and that it is safest to have proof 
such as the law will receive before making 
positive charges of bribery or blackmail 
against legislators. 

If the daily newspapers of this State had 
had in their possession any real legal evi- 
dence to back up the charges of alleged 
boodling or blackmail which have been 
made they would have given it to the grand 
jury. -But while the press had heard 
rumors, their publishers knew no actual 
incriminating facts. 

Though some sanguine journalists, hear- 
ing those rumors, but who are not familiar 
with the sort of evidence the law requires 
for a conviction of a legislator or his tempt- 
er, may be disappointed, it is well that this 
searching investigation has been made. 
The people will be better satisfied now that 
a grand jury has heard all the evidence 
and decided that it did not amount te legal 
proof against any but one person, than they 
would have been had nothing been done 
concerning these charges of alleged cor- 
ruption, which their authors said could be 
proved to a grand jury’s satisfaction with- 
out difficulty. There may have been legis- 
lative boodling at Springfield, but the peo- 
ple will be much less inclined to believe it 
since the grand jury failed to find it than 
they were a month ago. 


VOTERS IN INDIANA. 

Once in every six years there is an enu- 
meration of voters in Indiana to serve as 
a basis for legislative apportionment. Ac- 
cording to the one just taken there are in the 
Btate 627,072 voters. In 1889 there were 

551,048. The Federal census of 1890 gave 
the total number of males 21 years old and 
over as 595,066. This agrees closely enough 
with the voting enumeration of the preced- 
ing year, because allowance must be made 
for men who had not been in the State a 
year, and for foreign born persons who 
could not vote even under the liberal laws 
of Indiana. 
in voters between 1889 and 1895 has been 
9.400. Therefore the number of voters in 
1892 was 580,000. The total vote cast that 
year was 553,613, or a little over 95 per 
cent of the full vote. Indiana is so close a 
State that the percentage of absenteeism 
from the polls is very small. It was even 
less in 1880 than in 1892, 


THE “L” LOOP, 

The Council passed night before last an 
ordinance to allow an elevated road to be 
erected on Wabash avenue from Lake to 
Harrison. Ald. Judah offered an amend- 
ment that the railroad company pay the 
city yearly 3 per cent of the gross income 
received by it from its loop system, of which 
the Wabash avenue elevated is to form a 
part. This moderate proposition got only 
sixteen votes, while forty-nine were cast 
against it, and the ordinance was passed 
with no provision for compensation for the 
city. It is stated that the Mayor will send 
this ordinance back to the Council next 
Monday night with an urgent request for 
the adoption of a compensation clause. He 
will insist on that, as on previous occasions, 
and will get it unless two-thirds of the Al- 
dermen are owned by the elevated railroad 
company.

SCHOOL CRITICS. 


Members of the Board of Education 
Are Incensed at the Criticisms Made 
of the Comparative Cost Per Capita 
ef Maintaining the Chicage and 
New York Sehoels—Spirited Discus- 
sion of the Subject at a Committee 
Meeting Yesterday. 

Some members of the Board of Education 
are wrought up over the published criticisms 
of the school system of Chicago and of the 
comparative statement of the cost per capita 

of maintaining the schools in New Yark and 

Chicago. At a meeting of the Committee on 

School Management yesterday the subject 

was hotly discussed immediately after ad- 


rnment. 

President D. R. Cameron came in a few 
minutes before the committee haa finished 
its business. Without waiting for any for- 
malities he sailed into the subject at once.

I am not prepared to say anything about the 
New York or any other schools just now, but 
py tomorrow ‘night I expect to have a compila- 

tion of figures prepared by Supt. Lane that will 
tell the whole truth and nothing but the truth 
ing the schools of Chicago. 

he board then directed the Superintend- 

ent to prepare statistics showing the rela- 
tive status of the schools of the cities named. 


Supt. Lane said: 

A casual glance at the articles shows they are 
founded on error. The figures in the annual re- 
port of the schools in New York and Chicago are 

not in form for equitable comparison. The New 
York figures are baSed on attendance, and ours are 
based on enrollment. The last report of the Super- 
intendent of New York schools gives the cost of 
instruction of pupils and supplies furnished, in 
which is included the expense of maintaining the 
city normal schools and colleges (equivalent to 
our high schools) at $3,445,771. This is based 
upon an average attendance of 170,937 pupils. The 
average cost per scholar is $20.16, but this does 
not include special teaching, such as the expense 

of the supervisors of music, drawing, 23 
culture, etc. For these branches and for com- 
pulsory education the further sum of $104,598 was 


expended, 
The published statement that there were 824,256 
. pupils taught in the schools of New York in 1804 
and the average expense per pupil based upon that 
statement is incorrect. In the figures quoted 
from New York in comparison with Chicago one 
pupil is counted as often as he has been admitted 
to different schools or departments. The actual 
number of pupils taught in New York, exclusive 
of evening and corporate schools, is 212,888. The 
enroliment of the schools of Chicago as shown by 
the Superintendent's report is 201,380. This does 
not include the evening schools, with an enroll- 
ment of 18,787. The total cost of maintaining the 
schools of Chicago, including current and inci- 
dental expenses and evening schools, is $20.22 per 
pupil enrolled. The cost in New York is $20.16, 
based on attendance. Based on the average daily 
attendance’ in Chicago the expense is 826.40 per 
pupil, but that includes all special teaching. 

Supt. Lane said there was no truth in the 
reports that money was lavishly expended 
on the high schools to the detriment of the 
lower grades, and that there was no ground 
whatever for the statement that there is an 
aristocracy among high school pupils which 
forces poor children -to feel ill at ease and 
recognize the poverty of their parents. 

Mrs. Caroline K. Sherman and Joseph W. 
Errant, members of the Board of Education, 
also declared emphatically the published 
statements were based on erroneous com- 
parisons, and there was no truth that money 
was wrongly diverted to the high schools.

OBTAINS A VERDICT FOR $2,000. 


Jury Holds Oscar Grundmann Was In- 
sane When He Took His Life. 


Paul Stahl, guardian of Ernst and Julius 
Grundmann, obtained a verdict in Judge

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NEW YORK WORLD BUILDING IN 
DARKNESS OWING TO STRIKE. 


_  lectricians and Mechanical Engi- 
1 neers Refuse to Work in Sympathy 
with Elevator Men—Every Light in 
the Great Building Is Extinguished 
und Elevators Stop Running—Busi- 
ness of the Establishment Suspend- 
ed for an Hour and a Half. 
New York, Oct. 8.—([Special.J—A minute 
‘before 12 o'clock tonight every light in the 
World building was extinguished from com- 
posing room to press room. At the same 


E time the elevators ceased running and the 


entire business of the establishment was 
brought to a standstill. It was occasioned 
by a sympathy strike on the part of the 
electricians and the mechanical engineers. 

A few weeks ago a new system of man- 
agement of the Pulitzer building was in 
augurated and trouble at once arose with 
the elevator men, who were subjected to 
new, and by them deemed arbitrary and un- 
ealled for, regulations as to hours of work. 
A new pay schedule was also involved. 

All the elevator men struck work and for 
some days it was a matter of serious mo- 
ment with the people who wished to go to 
the upper stories of the building whether or 
not to intrust their lives in the hands of un- 
skilled operatives who were either running 
the cars with great force into the roof or 
dropping with stunning force upon the 
ground floor ®’ 

All the new men employed were non-union 
men. To this the electricians and engineers 
protested. As no change was made they re- 
solved to strike out of sympathy. They 
took an hour that was calculated to serious- 
ly cripple the World newspaper. 

Until half past 1 this morning no light was 
to be had, either electrical or gas. At that 
hour, some arrangements having been ar- 
- rived at with the strikers, the lights were 
turned on and work resumed.

The music is by Egbert Hump- 
erdinck, who used to ring the „Parsifal“ 
bells at "Bayreuth and otherwise help Rich- 
ter, Mottle, and the rest of them to set Wag 
ner's musical machinery going. 

tt is even said that he originally had no 
intention of producing Hansel und Gretel“ 
in public, but wrote it rather as a pastime 
and for the amusement of his children. This 
‘‘tairy opera is something new, and in what 
its novelty consists may be very brietiy 


stated. 

The story is a familiar nursery tale— 
familiar, that is, to German nurseries. The 
music is writtem in the Wagnerian style on 
themes directly borrowed from the folk- 
songs of Germany or written in imitation of 
them. This is a bald statement of the novel- 
ty of Hansel und Gretel.” To find the inci- 
dénts of a child’s fairy tale treated seriously 
and set to music in which simple nursery 
tunes are handled with the full power of the 
ntost learned and masterful operatic style 
ever invented will, indeed, be a strange ex- 
perience to nrost people. 

Whether most people will like it or not is 
u question which will be decided by the re- 
ceipts at Daly’s Theater.

WILL NOT AFFECT ‘CHICAGO LINES. 


Mr. Yerkes Says the Philadelphia Deal 
Has No Bearing Here. - 

New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]—Mr. Charles 
T. Yerkes, who is at the Netherland Hotel, 
and who starts for Chicago tomorrow morn- 
ing, was asked this evening if the consolida- 
tion of the three big traction companies in 
Philadelphia, the Electric, the Philadelphia, 
and the People’s, under the title of the Union 
Traction company, by John Lowber Welch, 
would in any manner affect the traction in- 


terests in Chicago. 

It has been assumed, it appears, that the 
Philadelphia interests which have been 
controlled by Messrs. Elkins, Widener, and 
others and are now under control of Presi- 
dent Welch have in some manner been iden- 
tified with those of Chicago, and the transfer 
yesterday may, in some essential way, have 
a bearing upon the future management of 
the Chicago roads, with which Mr. Yerkes 
is so conspicuously connected. 

This, no doubt, has developed from the 
fact that Mr. Yerkes in the past has had re- 
lations with the well known Philadelphia 
syndicate which has so largely controlled 
the traction business of the East. Mr. 
Yerkes tonight very promptly disposed of 
this belief and emphasized the fact that 
whatever might Have been accomplished in 
Philadelphia would have no effect upon the 
traction business in Chicago. 

„J have not,“ he said, any interest in 
Philadelphia or the companies named, and 
they have no connection or interest in the 
Chicago properties. The transfer to Mr. 
Welch and the so-called turning down of 
Messrs. Elkins and Widener has no bearing 
upon the Chicago roads. More than this, I 
can assure you that I do not know if this 
transfer in Philadelphia means the ‘turn- 
down of the Elkins-Widener people,’ for I 
have no interests in Philadelphia and would 
not be in position to say anything on such 
a subject.“ : 


PRAYING FOR RAIN IN NEW JERSEY. 


In Many Places No Rain Has Fallen 
Since Last June. 

New York, Oct. 8.—{Special.J—In South 
Jersey, where the sweet potato crop is the 
mainstay, the yield will be only one-half 
what was expected owing to the drought. 
Wells are dry. The damage from the 
drought cannot be estimated. 

In many churches prayers for rain are 


sent up. The farmers are anxious to plow - 


and prepare for the winter wheat, but the 
earth is dry and hard. In Vineland there 
has been but one and a half inches of rain 
since last June. The ground is as dry as a 
bone to the depth of several feet. 

About Millville even the swamps are dry, 
and since July 5 there has not been a drop 
of rain. Forest fires have been burning 
aground Cape May Court-House for five 
weeks. 

In Paulsboro people have to carry water 
long distances, and prayers are offered for 
rain. At Lenn’s Grove more than one-haif 
of the pumps are dry and wells have failea 
that never did before. In Salem County the 
tomato crop has been decreased 30 per cent 
ty the drought. 

At Richland the grist and saw mills are 
idle because there is no water for the water- 
wheels. In Woodbury water hauled from 
ponds is sold for 20 cents a barrel.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Horrible Cruelties Reported in the 
9 Kings County Prison. 


New York, Oct. 8.—[{Special.]—The Assem- 
bly Cities’ committee, accompanied by Law- 
yer Hirsh and a stenographer, are now in- 
vestigating the Kings County Penitentiary. 

In their wanderings through the institu- 
tion and in the testimony which was brought 
out today the committee discovered more 
horrible cruelties than the members had any 
idea could have existed in a civilized com- 
munity. . 

Two of the committee stated after the in- 
vestigation had ended today that the testi- 
mony was of the most startling nature to 
them, and, while they expected to find a 
tad state of affairs, they had no idea of the 
cruel condition under which the county in- 
stitutions of Kings were conducted. During 
the course of the afternoon about fifty pris- 
oners testified. Every one examined testi- 
fied that the food was of bad quality and 
poorly cooked, and that the blankets and 
bed-clothing were of the coarsest character. 
John Ennis, serving a three and a half year 
term, said he had seen a boy 16 years old 
tied to a two-ton roller and forced to work 
in that condition. He also said he had seen 
Warden Hayes beat men for not doing their 
work properly; he had clubbed them over 
the legs and body. 

John Patterson went for some medicine 
one day. When he emerged from the drug 

's store, Ennis alleges, Patterson fell 
to his arms and exclaimed, Jack, they 
have done me,“ and before Ennis couid 
carry him upstairs the man died. James 
O’Neill testified he knew of a colored man 
named Furman being put in the cooler“ 
for twenty-four * and during that time 
he was only given three pans of soup. Mor- 
phine had been inject into both of the 
man’s arms and he was crazy when released. 
The man is now in the United States Insane 
Asylum at Washington. 
British Ship Burned at Sea. 

The British ship Garfield from Liverpool 
June 29 for Valparaiso has been destroyed 
by fire at sea. All hands were saved and 
landed at the port of destination. The Gar- 
field has made many trips to this port. She 
was built of iron and steel by Harland &

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WARM DEBATE OVER IT AT THE 
EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


Declared by One Opponent to Smack 
of Hierarchy—Frank Reasons for 
Favoring It Stated by Prominent 
Divine Presiding Bishop’ Ad- 
vocated—No Decision Reached Yet 
Argument Will Probably Be Con- 


tinued Today. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 8:—{Special.}— 
Boston will probably be selected as the place 
for holding the next Episcopal convention. 
The Joint committee today recommended to 
the general convention that Boston be se- 


lected. That body has not yet acted. 

The convention was surprised today when 
ex-United States Senator George F. Ed- 
munds announced that he had received a 
sudden summons to leave Minneapolis. He 
resigned from all committees and went 
away. | 

This evening the deputies spent some time 
deciding not to postpone action on the mess- 
age from the House of Bishops amending 
the first three articles of the revised constl- 
tution. When they got down to business 
they adopted Sec. 2 as it came from the 
House of Bishops. The whole question was 
whether Bishops who have resigned because 
of age or intirmity should be allowed a vote 
in the House of Bishops. The overwhelming 
sentiment was in favor of giving the vote. 

Taking up another section of the message 
from the House George C. Thoman of Phila- 
delphia, Dr. McKim of Washington, and Dr. 
Elliott of Maryland asked that the words 
“ Presiding Bishop be inserted in place 
of the term primate as a title for the 
head of the House of Bishops. 

Dr. McKim said the word primate“ 
smacked of hierarchy and he put himself on 
record as opposed to it. They were mem- 
bers of an American church and should 
make the church still more American. They 
were just getting over the opposition to the 
church because the idea prevailed that they 
were still linked to the Church of England. 
It was charged that they were aping the 
English and drawing away from the common 
people. 

Dr. Huntington of New York, the leader of 
the deputies, replied to the previous speakers 
and made bold to advocate the adoption of 
“primate.” If it was proposed to locate a 
See city he said he would take a different 
stand. He retracted his statement of yes- 
terday that he hoped to see the time when 
there would be an Archbishop in every 
State and would substitute the words Pre- 
siding Bishop’’ for Archbishop.“ 

Dr. Carey of Albany defended the word 


to the time of primitive simplicity. 

There was intense silence when Dr. Greer 
of New York, one of the ablest orators in 
the house, arose to throw his eloquence and 
influence against the word primate.“ He 
said the word was associated with ancient 
h‘story, from which it could never be discon- 
nected. There was a tremendous power in 
nomenclature. He wanted to see the church 
get in touch with her immediate surround- 
ings before taking up with ancient civiliza- 
tion. She had prospered under good, com- 
mon-sense American names, and bade fair 
to become the great chureh of America. 

Dr. Battershall of Albany was strongly in 
favor of primate,“ and thought that much 
irrelevant history had been interjected into 
the word. The name came from the House 
of Bishops ana should be respected. 

Dr. Parks of Massachusetts declared that 
the word “primate” was never used except 
in connection with an Archbishop, and while 
he would not impugn the motives of the 
commission, the logical and Inevitable se- 
quence ofttheir adoption of primate' would 
be to make him in time an Archbishop and 
then a patriarch and finally he would rule 
over Archbishops of the provinces. 

He begged them to steer clear of this 
hierarchy. He suggested the name Senior 
Eishop.“ 

George C. Thomas of Philadelphia desired 
the delegates to let things remain as they 
were and no one would be hurt, whereas, 
if “primate” was adopted there was dan- 
ger of heart-burnings. 

The approach of the hour, of adjournment 
was all that brought the; most bitterly 
fought and intensely interesting debate 
to a klose. The vote was taken on 
the Thomas amendment to insert the words 
“Presiding Bishop’’ and the amendment 
was lost. by a vote of 152 ayes and 102 noes. 

“Primate” has not been adopted yet and 
another fight may be brought on tomorrow. 

The House of Deputies spent the after- 
noon on the revised constitution, but did 
not make as much headway as yesterday.

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A BRAVE SOLDIER AND PICTOR- 
- ESQUE POLITICIAN. 


Surrounded by His Family He Passed 
Away Painlessly in Washington— 
To Be Buried at Petersburg, Va., 
His Home fer Many Years—Was 
Once Wealthy, but, It Is Said, Left 
a Small Estate—Events in His Ca- 


reer. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—Gen. William 

Mahone of Virginia, after lying unconscious 
since Sunday morning, died at 1 o’clock to- 
day. 
All the members of the family were about 
the bedside when the end came, including 
Mrs. Mahone, the two sons, Butler and Will- 
iam Mahone Jr.; Mrs. McGill, a daughter; 
and L. L. Maury of Virginia, a nephew. 
Capt. Rogers, an old friend of the General 
and Chairman of the Virginia Republican 
committee, was also present. The watchers 
had been at the bedside for many hours. 

There will be no public funeral at Wash- 
ington. In accordance with the wishes of 
the widow the body will be borne quietly to 
the General's old home at Petersburg, Va. 
The funeral party will leave here at 4:30 
o’clock tomorrow morning, arriving at 
Petersburg six hours later. Services will be 
held at St. Paul's Episcopal Church. 

The active pall-bearers will be members 
of Gen. Mahone’s old command, famous as 
“Mahone’s Brigade.“ The honorary pall- 
bearers will be selected from officers of the 
same brigade. The Confederate Veterans’ 
Union tendered its services as a military 
escort, but it was the family’s wish to avoid 
any display. 

Gen. Mahone had passed most of his time 
in recent years in this city, living at Cham- 
berlin’s. He was formerly wealthy, but itis 
understood that he left but a small estate. 


STIRRING CAREER OF GEN. MAHONE. 


Fearless Alike in Battle and Politics— 
His Advent in the Senate. 

Gen. William Mahone was born in South- 
ampton, Va., in 1827, was graduated from 
the Military Institute in 1847, and afterward, 
until the outbreak of the war of secession, 
devoted himself to civil engineering. He 
was the constructor of the Norfolk and Pe- 
tersburg railroad. He embarked in the seces- 
sion movement; took part in the capture of 
the Norfolk Navy-Yard in 1861; raised and 
commanded the Sixth Virginia Regiment; 
and was with it in most of the battles in the 
Peninsula campaign, those of the Rappa- 
hannock, and those around Petersburg. He 
was made both Brigadier-General and Major- 
General in the year 1864, and afterwards 


r commanded a division in Hill's corps. 


At the close of the war he returned to rail- 

road engineering, and in the course of time 
became President of a trunk line from Nor- 
folk into Tennessee, over 400 miles long. 

In 1879, by a fusion with the Republicans, 
the Readjusters controlled the State and 
elected’ their leader Mahone to the United 
States Senate. Mahone's entry into the Sen- 
ate was marked by a dramatic passage at 
arms. His personal appearance drew atten- 
tion. He had been a striking figure in battle 
uniform and he was hardly less so in cit- 
izens’ tire. He wore a close-bodied suit 
of brown broadcloth, frilled cuffs extending 
Leyond the sleeves. He had a small head 
and spindle legs. His hair and beard were 
long, his stature diminutive. One described 
him: as a spry midget, full of Irish fire, who 
enjoyed cutting a national figure.“ As 
elected, the Senate of the Forty-seventh 
Congress had a small Republican majority, 
but Gartield’s Cabinet appointments, call- 
ing away the three Republican Senators, 
Flaine, Kirkwooa, ana Windom, left the 
two parties in the body equally divided. 
When the fight for organization came on 
there were thirty-seven sure Republicans 
and thirty-seven sure Democrats, not count- 
ing David Davis or Mahone, both of whom 
were expected to act more or less independ- 
ently of party ties. Davis, favoring the 
status quo and evidently expecting Mahone 
to vote with the Democrats in organizing, 
ceclared himself resolved to support the 
organization of the Senate as it stood.“ It 
had till then been Democratic. Had Mahone 
sided with him the committees as made up 
by the Democratic caucus would have been 
elected. But in spite of Democratic plead- 
ings and denunciations Mahone concluded 
to support the Republicans. This tied the 
Senate, even if Davis voted with the Demo- 
crats, and Vice-President Arthur could of 
course be counted to turn the vote the Re- 
publican way. This he did by indefinitely 
ee oe the motion to elect the Demo- 
cratic committees and by electing the Re- 
publican list. When it came to choosing the 
Sergeant-at-Arms and clerks Davis, now 
favoring the new status as before he had 
the oid, voted with the Republicans. 

Mahone’s course of conduct aroused great 
wrath, especially among the Southern Sen- 
ators. “Who is that man? cried Senator 
Hill of Georgia, amid laughter from the Re- 
publican side of the Chamber. Who is that 
man so ambitious to do what no man in the 
history of this country has ever yet done? 
Stand up in this high presence and proclaim 
from this proud eminence that he disgraces 
the commission he holds? Such a man is 
not worthy to be a Democrat. Is he worthy 
te be a Republican?” 

In reply Mahone, while declaring himself 
a Democrat in principle, denied he was in- 
debted to the Democratic party for his place 
in the Senate. He concluded as follows: 1 
want that gentleman to understand hence- 
forth and forever that here is a man who 
cares stand and defend his right against you 
and your caucus.”’ 

Senator Hill's question was thus speedily 
enswered. Mahone was welcomed by the 
Republicans with open arms. President 
Garfield sent a bouquet of flowers to his 
desk and the Federal patronage of Vir- 
ginia was placed at his disposal. 

It was a dreadful blow to Mahone’s aspira- 
tions when he was defeated for reélection. 
Those who were near him in the campaign 
said he spent $150,000 of his own money ih 
order to be returned to the Senate. If Ma- 
hone had a falling it was that of vanity. He 
possessed two statues of himself and would 
at times place his hat on the head of the 
better of the two and exhibit the lifelike rep- 
resentation to his visitors. . 

Mahone himself, notwithstanding the bit- 
terness of his old comrades in arms toward 
him, was prouder of being an ex-Confeder- 
ate General than of anything else in his 
checkered career. This feeling prompted 
him to build his costly mausoleum among 
the neglected graves of his former soldiers. 

Gen, Mahone several times after the war 
came near involving himself in duels with 
other distinguished Confederates. The most 
notable instance was the disagreement be- 
tween him and Gen. Jubal Early. The trou- 
ble grew out of a biographica) sketch Ma- 
hone had written of his military career for 
a Northern publication. In it he reflected 
tpon Early. The latter demanded that Ma- 
hone should make corrections and destroy 
al! of the articles, which had then gone to 
the presses. Mahone complied at considera- 
ble expense. But Gen. Early never forgave 
nor forgot the reflections and never hesitat- 
ed to denounce Mahone. 


FUNERAL OF WALTON R. WOOD. 


Formerly One of the Leading Dry 
Goods Merchants of Chicago. 

The funeral of Walton R. Wood, at one 
time one of the largest dry goods merchants 
in Chicago, will take place at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon from the undertaking establish- 
ment of A. T. Linberg, No. 261 Grand avenue. 

Mr. Wood was born in the State of New 
York seventy-five years ago and came to 
Chicago in 1855. He embarked in the dry 
goods business and for years occupied a 
five-story building on Lake street, between 
Clark and La Salle. He lost store and stock 
in the great fire. 

After the fire Mr. Wood leased the ground 
on which the Venetian Building stands and 
erected a large building. But he was un- 
fortunate in renting it, and in the panic of 
1873 he lost the property.

Nearly all the opposition companies in the 
country use a devise closely resembling 
the Bell’s in appearance and said to embody 
the same principles. The present suit is 
therefore an important test case. 


DR. MEYER PLANS ANOTHER MURDER. 


After Insurance Money to Effect His 
Release from Prison. 

New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]--Warden 
Sage of the State prison at Sing Sing has dis- 
covered evidence almost conclusive that Dr. 
Henry F. C. Meyer has been planning an- 
other murder since he was sent to prison 
for life for poisoning Ludwig Brandt. The 
crime he is believed to have plotted is sim- 
Har to the killing of Brandt, and for a sim- 
ilar purpose—that of receiving life insurance 
money. This money, if thus gained, was to 
be used to effect the old doctor’s release 
from prison. 

The evidence consists chiefly of letters 
and memoranda found in Meyer's cell. It 
seems almost certain that Meyer, since his 
incarceration, has been able to send letters 
underground to his wife and other persons 
outside the prison. 

In these letters he is alleged to have given 
his accomplices directions how to get the 
desired policy of insurance on the proposed 
NN life, and carry out the rest of the 
plan. 


BADLY BRUISED AND TWO RIBS BROKEN. 


John Slavin Kicked in the Face and 
Struck with an Ax. 

John Slavin, badly bruised and with two 
ribs broken, was’ taken to the County Hos- 
pital last night by the Stock-Yards police. 
Slavin lived at No. 4621 Lincoln street with 
his wife up to a few days ago. Then, he 
claims, she left him, taking with her all his 
clothes. He located her at No. 3241 Water- 
man street. He went to that number yester- 
day afternoon to get some clothes she had 
taken away. When she saw who her caller 
was, he claims, she ordered him away, and 
as he started to comply she knocked him 
down. Then, Slavin says, she was reinforced 
by Charles Lang, who kicked him in the face. 
Slavin, bleeding from numerous contusions, 
tried to get away, when, he says, Lang 
rushed at him with an ax and struck him on 
the side with the weapon with force enough 
to break two of his ribs.

IN FOREIGN FINANCIAL MARKETS, 


Mine Stocks Slump Heavily on Selling 
by Paris. 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—European politics and the 
speculative position at Paris further depressed all 
markets today and mines closed flat with heavy 
licuidation. The full slump in mines is mainly due 
to the forced sales from Paris. The disinclination 
of bankers here to discount continental accept- 
ances has taken. an active form today, French

Saturday’s figures show an increase 
of 100 passengers and Monday's of 700 pas- 
sengers over the figures for Monday of last 
week and 12,000 over the average for the 
month of September previous to the opening 
of the extension. There was little demand 
for Lake Street on the market yesterday.
